MUNITIONS SHIPMENTS. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—Investi-

Native Liquor Smugglers are 

Daring in Methods. 
Find it Easy to eens De- 


Many Mexican Women Prove 
to be Expert in Trade.

HIDALGO (Tex.) Aug. 1.—One of 
the many interesting and strange 
phases of the animated military 
life upon the long strip of United 
States territory that fronts on Mexi- 
co ig the native bootlegger and smug- 
gler, who im some mysterious un- 
accountable way, manages to cross 
the boundary line without detection 
and, through confederates on this 


Ever since the Rio Grande became 
the divi line between the United 
States and Mexico, mescal smugeglings 
has been a fine art with many 
the brown-skinned natives of the 
border. It is a more or less famjy 
vocation with them. In the old days 
it was regarded as an honorable 
though somewhat hazardous method 
of earning a livlihood. Mescal smug- 
gling is not confined to men but 
many Mexican women are adepts in 
the business. One of the most an- 
moying features of Federal court 
proceedings in Laredo, Brownsville, 
Rio and El Paso is the large 
number of mescal smuggling cases 
that have tq be disposed of at each 
term. It is a petty lawlessness that 
the border custom officers and river 
guards have never been able to sup- 
press. 


HOW IT Is WORKED. 

One would suppose that with the 
veritable wall of soldiers that is now 
massed close to the international 
boundary line, smugglers would no 
longer find it possible to carry on 
their nefarious operations. That such 
is not the is proved by the fact 
that such tive liquors as mescal, 
tequilla and aguardiente are just as 
plentiful and as low-priced in the 
cantinas and questionable resorts 
upon this side of the river as was 
ever known before. Occasionally, a 
smuggler is captured or he is de- 
tected as he crosses the river and 
perhaps escapes by flight. Only a

called sotol. It is the fermented 
juice of the bulb of the sotol plant, 
which is native of that country and 
grows wild in profusion over the 
semi-arid waste of land. As a cow- 
boy trooper reminiscently expressed 
it here the other day: 

“A sotol drunk is some drunk, be- 
lieve me!” 

It not only does not take much 
of the stuff to produce the wildest 
and most dangerous kind of exhil- 
aration, bufthe first effects continue 
for several days, it is claimed. An 
‘illustration of the wearing qualities 
of sotol was given by a former 
ranchman of the Big Bend region. 

“T had a Mexican in my employ 
a few years ago,” he said, “and one 
day he was bitten by a vinagaroon. 
Now, by way of explanation, I will 
say that a vinagaroon is universally 
regarded in the Marathon and Al- 
pine section a& the most deadiy in- 
sect there is. The tarantula and 
scorpion are not in it with the 
vinagaroon. It resembles a large 
beetle in appearance. The Mexicans 


is looked upon as fatal. Well, this. 
Mexican came roaring to headquar-. 
ters and told me a vinagaroon had 
Ditten him. The thought occurred 
to me, why not fill him up with sotol 
and see if it would counteract the 
. I had a quart of the stuff 
in the house. 

“*Manuel, I am going to give you 
a quart of sotol to drink; you had 
just as weil die happy or crazy while 


“That's what I told him. I didn’t 
want him running loose, however, 
after he had gotten all that sotol in 
him, so I fastened him up in a lit- 
tle "dobe room on the place, barred 
and nailed up the door and window 
from the outside, handed him the 
bottle of sotol and went abouf my 
business. For six days that man 
raved and ranted in that room from 
the mixed effects of the vinagaroon 
poison and the sotol. It was a ter- 


rible experience, but he came 
through it all right.” 
AT LAREDO. 


In the vicinity of Laredo, close 
to the camps of thousands of soi- 
diers, there is a species of wild cac- 
tus that produces what is known as 
the peyote bean. The chewing of 
one of these beans will quickly pro- 
duce a condition of intoxication that 
is characterized by some remarkable 
phases, chief of which is that it will 
make the rankest coward brave to 
desperation. It is this fact, and per- 
haps other reasons also, that causes 
the peyote bean to be prized almost 
above price by the blanket Indians 
of Oklahoma. Notwithstanding that 


stringent orders a féw years ago 
against the sale of peyote beans to 
Indians, a few trusted members of 
the tribes make annual pilgrimages 
to the Laredo section and lay in a 
supply of the beans. Some of the 
merchants of Laredo formerly did 
quite a business of selling the peyote 
beans to the Indians, but the gov- 
ernment stepped in and stopped the 
practice.

ROLL CALL A SECRET. 


The roll call on the amendment 
was not disclosed. Those who fa- 
vored it emphasized the grave ne- 
cessity for additional revenue and 
had estimates before them showing 
that the proposed exemption reduc- 
tions would add about $6,000,000 to 
the treasury. This amendment is 
the second charige in the income tax 
proposed by Senate Democrats, who 
last night voted to increase the sur- 
tax on incomes in excess of $2,000,- 
600 from 10 to 13 per cent. It is 
estimated that the surtax change 
would bring in $10,000,000 addition- 
al revenue. 

The subcommittee on the muni- 
tions section of the revenue bill, it 
was definitely announced, has voted 
to reduce the proposed excise tax 
on producions of copper and to add 
to the munitions list an excise tax 
on productions of copper and to add 
steel. Senator Stone, chairman of 
the subcommittee, did not disclose 
the amount of the proposed taxes, 
which have not yet been considered 
by the full Democratic membership. 

“Personally,” said Senator Stone, 
“T would recommend a tax on all ab- 
normal profits on munitions of war. 
A reasonable profit could be estab- 
lished by experts and a tax levied on 
all above that figure.”

During those months the Bulgarian 
army was secretly concentrated in 
large force in a great camp not very 
for from Saloniki. Everything was 
done to keep these military prepara- 
tions secret. No stranger was al- 
lowed to come out. 

I heard of a German of rank who 
had business in Dedeagatch, and 
who went there with the highest rec- 
ommendations, and what seemed ap- 
parently to be the strongest author- 
ization from Sofia. He was not al- 
lowed to land, and when he appealed 
to the authorization from Sofia he 
was informed that if he landed he 
would not be allowed to leave. The 
same treatment was meted out to 
Germans as to all other EBuropeans. 
No risks were run. Absolute secrecy 
must be maintained. These facts 
were known to me in the middle of 
May, 1913, but the sudden and 
treacherous attack made by the Bul- 
garians did not occur till many 
weeks later. 

BULGARIA’S SUDDEN ATTACK. 

All these preparations ied up to 
a sudden attack by the Bulgarians 
on thefr allies, at what was under- 
stood to be a weak point on -the 
northern flank of the Greek army 
and the southern flank of the 
Serbian. 

No one is tn a position to prove 
that these events were caused by 
Austro-Hungarian intrigue; 
know no one competent to judge 
who is not firmly convinced that this 
was the cause. The proceedings 
were, of course, secret, and can only 
be guessed. Germany and Austria 
were the gainers: everybody else 
lost: and the old principle in judg- 
ing of guilt, attributed to the lawyer 
of the Roman Republic, “who gains 
by it?” is as certain to be true in 
this case as it ever has ae 
course, I am not in a position to 
prove that the Kaiser actually sug- 
gested the Bulgarian plan of opera- 
tions; the documents were not pub- 
lished to the world: but it is in ac- 
cord with the general guidance as- 
sumed by Germany over the opera- 
tions of its allies that this plan was 
suggested from Berlin. 

THE KAISER’S DUPLICITY. 

The blow was struck suddenly, 
without warning or declaration of 
war, at the weak point of the oppos- 
ing. line. And it failed disastrously. 

ere the Kaiser's diplomacy 
showed itself completely successful. 
A weak Bulgaria was what he need- 
ed: the strength of any one of the 
Balkan powers was an impediment 
in the way of Austro-German strat- 
egy, which did not want any one 
of these powers to be strong enough 
to make a bid for Austro-German 
government. The way to the Adriatic 
Harbor must be kept completely un- 
der the influence, if not actually 
in the possession of Austria, just as 
the way to Constantinople must be 
kept absolutely under the 
of Germany. 

The Kaiser, therefore, encouraged 
Greece privately, and warned it of 
the impending Bulgarian stroke, A 
strategic plan was indicated to the 
King, and all preparations were 
made by the Greeks to meet the 


pro- 


sudden blow. \ Thus it came about 


that /everything on the Greek side 
was ready at the critical moment; 
and the Bulgariang, tn place of at- 
tacking an unpr red army, peace- 
fully encamped, found an army in 
the highest pitch of carefully pre- 
pared strength, ready to meet the 
attack at that particular point. The 
Kaliser’s diplomacy was here entirely 
successful. He relieved Greece, he 
posed as the friend of Greece in 
that country, just as of Bulgaria at 
Sofia, and of Turkey at Constanti- 
nopie. 

The weakness of all those powers 
is equally necessary for the success 
of German plens. Greece has ever 
since been pluming iteelf on the gen- 
eralship which foresaw and pre- 
pared for the Bulgarian attack; but 
the Kaiser gets the gratitude and

When Austro-German forces at- 
tacked Serbia in 1915, Greece was 
ready at the proper moment to join, 
and thus a new Balkan alliance of 
Bulgaria, Turkey and Greece would 
have come intd operation. The inev- 
itable result would have been to 
force Rumania into the same boat, 
for there was no one to help her. 

From this result the world was 
saved by the foresight and energy of 
France, which, hard-pressed at 
home, sent troops_to Saloniki and 
induced Britain, sfowly at first, to 
join in, But the Kaiser's diplomacy 
was within an ace of dchieving a tri- 
umphant success.

Stephens that the mere acceptance 
of the proffered job was tantamou"t 
to his stepping into the Governor's 
chair. It looked good (© Mr. 
Stephens, who was not sure he could 

re-elected to Congress from the 
Tenth District and then with the as- 
surance from Hire’m that he would 
soon be drawing $40,000 per annum 
in salary and perquisites instead of 
the $7500 paid to Congressmen, he 
fell for the argument. 

Of course Johnsou ¢ reavon for the 
philanthropy was not a particular 
love for Mr. Stephens. He realized 
that the people of Southern Califor- 
nia would resent the attemrt of his 
exalted self to grab the Senatorship 
from the south, which by all les 
of the game is vntitied to the honor. 
But he thought the weuld fall. 
for his clever ruse if he should make 
ite possible for the next Governor to 
hail from below the Tehachepi. In- 
cldentally, Johnson, with character- 
istic egotism, figured that there 
would be no likelihood of his being 
defeated for Senatur and he was able 
to make Mr. Stepheis believe it. “All 
right I'll swap jobs,” Mr. Stephens 
announced. “It really looks good to 
me,”" Now comes the undeniable in- 
formation that Mr. Stephens cannot 
become the Governor unless elu ted 
by the people, that in the event Gov. 
Johnson should cease to oe the chief 
executive Mr. Stephens as Lieuten- 
ant-Governor would continue as such 
while discharging the duties of act- 
ing Governor. But the worst of it 
from Mr. Stephens'’s standpoint is 
that his chance of receiving the 
$40,000 a year has gone a-glimmer- 
ing.

FRANCISCO'S WEAK - KNEED 
POLITICIANS. 

San Francisco for many years has 
had one strike after another. Its 
streets have been lined with law-breaking 
pickets. Boycotts have been continuous. 
On the waterfront scarcely a ‘month has 
gone by without some kind of labor trouble, 
and it has frequently been very serious as 
well as very annoying. The bakers and 


waiters and dishwashers, the painters and »4, 


plumbers have almost in ordered rotation 
kept up a continuous strike of some kind. 


This has been entirely due to the fact that 
San Francisco has too long tolerated with 


‘scarcely a protest the abuses in which the 


unions found profit and seem to find pleas- 
vre. The shining example of Los Angeles 
has never been ‘emulated by San Francisco. 
We have an open-shop city here, and strikes 
are rare because public sentiment will not 


support them. Our merchants are not timid. 


Los Angeles employees are satisfied. “Bus!- 
ness agente” and grafters get a poor har- 
vest from their assiduous efforts to sow 
dissatisfaction. 

The San Francisco Chamber of Com- 
merce at last was driven to make a bold 
and resolute stand against lawless labor- 
unionism. The Law and Order Committee 
has mapped out a grand work, and left to 
itself would undoubtedly carry the fight to 
a successful finish. 


But The Times has watched closely and 
sympathetically the campaign for industrial 
freedom in San Francisco, and there seems 
reason enough to speak a warning acainst 
the insidious and cowardly efforts of San 
Francisco politicians who are more anxious 
for their jobs than for their city’s inde- 
pendence, and who will eagerly \urge a 
disastrous compromise on employers, in 
hope of getting support from the union 
voters. 

The labor council. yesterday sent out a 
call for a conference to devise ways and 
means to protest against making San Fran- 
cisco an open shop city. That means the 
political whip will be taken from the rack. 
And, if we may judge by the past, it means 
that dynamite will be taken from its hiding 
places and put into suit cases that will be 
left elsewhere next time than along the 
route of a preparedness parade. 

Dynamite is less to be feared than the 
soft-spoken, pussy-footed politicians who are 
trying to nullify the resolute stand of the 
Chamber of Commerce by fatuous pleas for 
“harmony” and “compromise.” There can 
be mp compromise with liberty. Walking 
delegates and employers cannot run the 
same industry. And San Francisco must 
make a definite choice before the fight can 
end. Let the weak kneed politicians be 
swept aside. If they yield to the threat 
of the unions and barter freedom for votes, 
they are disloyal to their city and unfit for 
office and the Chamber of Commerce must 
organize and fight them as it is fighting the 
lawlessness of the unions. 


Incidentally, what trusts and commercial 
conspiracies handling food has the Demo- 
cratic administration broken up? The Un- 
derwood tariff law has been in effect more 
than two and a half years. It has not caused 
the price of living to drop nor has it pro- 
duced sufficient revenue for the govern- 
ment. The tariff ig still an issue and the 
people at the coming election will show 
their disapproval of the Democratic blun- 
der. 


ISTERS OF MERCY. 

A modest little news item tells us of an 
agreement between Russia, Germany and 
Austria to allow twenty-four nuns from. 
their respective countries to-inspect the 
prison camps in each other's domains and 
remain to nurse and care for wounded pris- 
oners of war. It is a small enough con- 
cession, perhaps, but is bright with the 
evidence that concessions are possible. 

The cloistered nun has played u much‘ 
larger part in this war than is sus- 
pected. In every war book pubiushed there 
is some reference to her amazing courage, 
her persistent good offices for friend and 
enemy alike, her calm pursuance of duty 
and mercy, her readiness with the soft an- 
swer that turneth away wrath. The wreck- 
ing of her convents, her churches, even the 
lation of her person, has not meant the 
wrecking of her faith, and in all the terrors 
and carnage that beset her she calmly con- 
tinues to live the gentle ethnics vu: tile 
mon of the Mount. 

The fact that nuns have been chosen by 
the respective countries for tne mission of. 
inspection, report and mercy is a splendid 
testimonial of their integrity, of the faith 
which the belligerents place in their wis- 
dom and understanding. 

There is a sweet calm about the cloistered 
nun which is rarely found elsewhere. Those 
of us who have had the good fortune to meet 
with them, to be the fortunate recipients 
of their ministrations, have never failed to 
be impressed with their amazing serenity, 
come what*tribulations may. Their whole 
creed is to serve God and humanity; what- 
ever their hands find to do, to do it with all 
their might. During the War the 
writer well remembers how educational 
convents were turned into first-class hospl- 
tals over night, to which Boer and Briton 
were equally welcome, to which any one 
in any sort of trouble from anywhere could 
turn with the assurance of asylum and 
mercy. Quietly, persistently, unostenta- 
tiously, but with the implacable faith in 
righteousness which brooks of no denial, 
they establish themselves where terror and 
horror are flercest, where misery is deepest 
and danger dire, fearless death, careless 
of life, but always ready and capable to 
serve the torn heart or the broken body. 

The writer was once in a shipwreck when 
two nuns were on board. In the first terri- 
ble panic that ensued they both knelt on 
the tottering deck, offered a short prayer, 
then touched the captain quietly on the arm 
‘and asked for orders. One could never for- 
get the relief with which the captain saw 
their serene faces. “Gather the women and 
children at this end of the deck,” he said, 
“and calm those frantic men.” It seemed 
a tall order, but without more ado they 
moved gently among the wretched crowds, 
smiling, soothing, commanding, with such 
amazing results that in a few minutes chaos 
was reduced to order, wild misery trans- 
formed to calm. And the fact that not a 
soul was lost on that ship was certainly due 
to their persistent gentleness. 

If 24,000 nuns instead of twenty-four could 
be exchanged between the belligerent coun- 
tries, all who know the strength and in- 
fluence of the gentle nuns could safely bank 
on an early peace.

The term is now properly re- 
stricted to that imherited state of 
weakness which places a person be- 
low the normal plane of vigor, leav- 
ing him incapable of sustained effort 


in the ordinary exigencies of life. 


True’ neurasthenia is a relatively 
rare condition. It is not acquired 
by the sufferer; it is the product of 
inheritance, of ancestral faults. Such 
a genuine neurasthenic is one whose 
forebears —through some 
tions of subjection to the influences 


- of overstrain, deprivation of normal 


and wholesome conditions, of illness 
and other depressing causes—have 
handed down a weakened constitu- 
tion. The victim’s capacity for en- 
ergizing is below par; while capa- 
ble of betterment, the unfortunate 
can never become a normal, fully 
productive human being. 

Neurasthenics, then, are those 
who are not only relative weaklings 
exhibiting, under all byt the most 
favorable circumstances, abnormal 
liability to fatigue and excessive ex- 
haustion, but they are those who 
readily suffer loss of mental equi- 
librium. They fail, in short, to con- 
form to kind, to race. They exist on 
a plane of being lower than the 
planes of those from whom they 
have d@éscended. They are examples 
of @ graduated change of structure, 
in which the Individual has become 
adapted to conditions of life less 
varied, less complex, less exacting. 
Disturbances of mental balance ap- 
pear as hysteria, loss of spirit, ac- 
quired and “false” neurasthen 
and inability to meet fitly men 
emotional and physica! shocks. 

It is small wonder that, in contem- 
plating the vast pumbers of victims 
our civilization seems to fling apart 
as its broken and useless specimens 
in the ceaseless turmoil of its pro- 
duction, we ask ourselves: wil 
man ever be freed from disabilities; 
so hateful and so inimical to his 
hope of longevity? Those who de- 
vote themselves to the science of 
life’s conservation wonder at times 
whether they have a_ legitimate 
right to expect that mankind can be 
rid of its degenerative agencies, 
whether the race can be lifted to a 
higher plane of effectiveness? 

The answer is—most assuredly, 
yes. Our fesources are becoming 
boundless, and science is broaden- 
ing the field of its resources beyond 
the pill and the potion. One of the 
sovereign prescriptions for our evil 
case is in the words of Frederick 
L. Hoffman: 


“If the prolongation of life is, to 


be really worth human existence, the 
present disharmonies must be as far 
as possible eliminated. Whatever 
change for good may result from im- 


proved methods of production, from 


increased earnings and _ shorter 
hours of labor, they will be of small 
consequence unless balanced by an 
even greater advance in the moral, 
intellectual and spiritual type of the 
generation which is yet to be.”

SUCCESSFUL YEAR. 


The fifteenth annual report of the 
Children’s Hospital, Sunset boule- 
vard and Vermont avenue, for the 
year ending April 1, shows that the 
receipts of the institution were $31,- 
659.30 and the disburseménts, $42,- 
440.33. 

Mra. “Hamilton B. Rollins, secre- 
tary of the haspital, states in her 
report that ‘the superintendent and 
the board of directors of the institu- 
tion, during the year worked out a 
systematic schedule, whereby their 
work has been expanded and their 
facilities; for handling cases  in- 


Miss H. Grace Franklin, general 
superintendent, points out in her re- 
port that 538 cases were cared for 
by the hospita! from April 1, 1915, to 

fl 1, this year, and that 16,126 
given during 


She shows also that $81 opera- 
tiene were performed during the 
year. cases handled by the 
hospital camé from Colorado, Ore- 
gon, Nevada, Nebraska, Arizona and 
this State.. More than 700 cases were 
cared for by the department for 
out patients. 

In the report presented by Miss 
Lillian Van Dyke, recording secretary 
of the Children’s Hospistal Auxiliary, 
it is stated that much of the work 
that was scheduled by the auxiliary 
had to be abandoned because of 
lack of funds. The board of direc- 
tors at a special meeting in February 
decided to reduce the monthly pay- 
ments by the auxiliary to the baby 
ward from $300 to $200 for the first 
six months of this year. 

Miss Mary C. Carpenter, recording 
secretary of the Hollywood auxiliary 
of the hospital, pointed out that that 
department closed a very successful 
year. Thanks were extended by the 
auxiliary to Mrs. Mary R. Kendale 
for her efforts in establishing a 
memorial endowment fund. Nearly 
$1000 was placed in bank by Mrs. 
Kendale for that fund. 

A remarkable increase in the 
membership of the Hermosa Beach 
auxiliary is shown in the report of 
that department. This auxiliary gave 

40 to the hospital during the year, 
or the babies’. milk kitchen. 

The age of the patients cared for 
at the hospital are: Boys not over 
12 years, cirls not over 14 years and 
infants not over 18 months. | 

A gift of $15,000 to the hospital 
will endow a room in perpetuity and 
a gift of $10,000 will endow a bed 
im perpetuity. A donation of $5000 
endows a crib in perpetuity and al- 
lows the donor to namie the bed and 
to designate the patient to occupy 
it, subject to the rules of the in-' 
stitution. | 

A bed will be named for $1000 and 
an annual gift of $500 supports a 
bed. A gift of $300 the first year 
with $50 each succeeding year en- 
titles the donor to name a child's 
crib as long as the annual subscrip- 
tion is maintained. The adult's life 
membership in the hospital -is $50, 
a child's, $25. and the annual sub- 
scription rate is $5.

Helping Hand. - 


NEEDY WOMEN. 


Relieve Distress. _ 
Jail no Longer Sole Shelter 
‘" Many may Seek. 


But Funds are Necessary to 
Carry Plans Through. 


A very real and pressing need has 
been met by the opening of a home 
for respectable and self-respecting 
women who are, temporarily or per- 
Manently, in need of assistance. In 
the past, in more than one instance, 
women of good character and refine- 
ment have been taken to the City 
Jail simply because there was no 
other place where they could be pro- 
vided with feod and shelter. 

There are a large number of 
women in this city—women who 
have been unfortunate or have been 
left without family or friends, and 
need help and care, yet who suffer 
and actually starve, rather than ap- 
peal for charity. In one instance 
that occurred a few years ago, 
woman who had been a teacher liter- 
ally starved herself to death in 
fear lest she become an object of 
public charity. | 
QORGANIZATION FORMED. 


To provide a shelter for such 
women was one of the earnest de- 
sires of Councilwoman Lindsey. 
She was herself so convinced of the 
need that she convinced a promi- 
nent Los Angeles citizen, who pro- 


vided a fund of $1000 to start such 
home. A board consisting of 
twelve well-known women was 


formed. Mrs. Lewis Works is presi- 
dent of this board; Mrs. Estelle 
Lawton Lindsey and Mrs. BKB. J. 
Harper, vice-presidents; Mrs, Her- 
n Darling, secretary-treasurer: 
mbers of the advisory board are,

When they came’to look about for 
a suitable location for the home, a 
proposition was made to them by 
Miss Alice Slaughter, an old-time

Arroyo Seco. home was built 
by Miss Hugus of Pasadena and 
given to Miss Slaughter, and she 


felt it should be dedicated to some 
public service when she was through 
with it.

ACTUAL SERVICE. 


In the meantime, for the past 
three months women have been re- 
ceived here. It is the purpose to 
give temporary shelter to worthy 
women, out of employment or in 
some stress, Also to provide a home 
for a few women who -are not other- 
wise provided for. It has been found 
that a number of elderly women 
have small incomes or pensions—not 
enough to enable them to live com- 
fortably alone, but enough to allow 
them to pay ering for board in 
this quiet, restful spot, where they 
will be able to have all comforts and 
the care needed. There are other 
elderly women who have had—and 
lost——families and homes of their 
own, who will be here given a pleas- 
ant and comfortable place to live. It 
is especially desired to keep the in- 
stitutional featvres minimized—to 
give as much freedom and happi- 
ness as can be granted in a house 
occupied by a number of persons. 

It is also the purpose to provide 
women who are able to sew, or do 
other work. with occupation, Or- 
ders for hemstitching, plain sewing 
and fanc¥. work have already been 
filled and tt is hoped more may be 
received. The city makes arn allow- 
ance of $50 per month for the sup- 
port of the home and a few con- 
tributors give from $1 to $10 per 
month. There are more applicants 
already than can be accommodated, 
and financial assistance or regular 
contribution of supplies is needed to 
make it possible to care for all the 
deserving cases that reauire help for 
the time being or for life. 


JUDGMENT FOR DOCTOR. 


Court Allows Him Twenty Dollars 
In Peculiar Case, 

Justice Stimmerfield last week 
found for the plaintiff in the suit 
for $25, brought by Dr. Louis H. 
Freedman, iocal physician and 
student of the occult, against Mrs. 
Annie Ashcroft, a patient, who re- 
fused to pay her bill because, she 
alleged, the medical and spiritual 
treatment given her, failed to effect 
acure. Dr. Freedman was allowed 
$20 and costs by the court. 

During the trial, Mrs. Ashcroft 
‘testified that she was taken suddenly 
ill in San Diego, and that Dr. Freed- 
man promised to cure her by spirit- 
ualism. She declared that the phy- 
Siclan gave her a number of strange 
treatments, and for the benefit of 
Justice Summerfield, she demon- 
strated them on her attorney, D. G. 
Hickey. Dr. Freedman claimed he 
treated her as a physician and not 
a spiritvatist. 


TOO MUCH LEISURE, 


Petitioners Lose Case Because They 

Dan and William Clemmons, by 
a decision of the State Supreme 
Court, lose an action against the 
State Railroad Commission for a writ 
of certiorari. 

The proceedings were brought to 
review an order of the Railroad 
Commission. The Tejunga Water 
and Power Company applied to the 
commission for an order allowing 
an increase in the rates for water 
furnished certain consumers, and the 
petitioners opposed the application. 
In July, 1915, the commission estab- 
lished a schedule of rates greater 
than those in force, to take effect 
July 15, 19165. 

On August 13, 1915, the Clemmons 
filed with the commission an appli- 
eation for rehearing, which was de- 
nied, one of the grounds being e 
application had not been presented 
within the time allowed. This find- 
ing is upheld in the ruling by the 
Supreme Court.

ganizations of Western States was 
begun here yesterday, when Maj. A. 
J. Copp, Jr., opened an office for the 
purpose at 420 Copp Building. He 
was mustered into the Federal serv- 


ice as a recruiting officer July 24, | 


under instructions from the War De- 
partment, and has just received or- 
ders to rent offices and commence 
recruiting for all California, Oregon, 
Washington, Idaho, Montana 
Utah Nationa] Guard organizati 
that are now on the border, stationed 
at Nogales and Douglas, Ariz., and 
Calexico and’ San Diego. 

This is believed to be the first time 
a National Guard recruiting office for 
the Federal service has been opened 
and maintained at Federal expense. 
Importarice ig attached to the move 
because practically all the National 
Guard units on the border are in 
great need of men,' owing to the 
haste with which mobilization was 
completed and the number of men 


discharged because of physical dis-/ 


abilities or because they had  de- 
pendent families. | 


CAN CHOOSE. SERVICE. 


The call is for male citizens be- 
tween the ages of 18 and 35 years, 
and possessed of the necessary 
physical qualifications. Each ap- 
Plicant will be given an opportunity 
to select the particular western or- 
ganization with which he wishes to 
serve. Immediately on being en- 
listed he will be given travel fra- 
tions and transportation to the bor- 
der, so there will be no delay in en- 
tering the Federal service. The re- 
cruit will be mustered out of tne 
Federal service with his organiza- 
tion, but will remain a memobder of 
the National Guard for the term of 
his enlistment. 

The Los Angeles office is the head- 
quarters of National Guard recruit- 
ing for Southern California, as the 
next office of the sort is at 
Fresno. It is hoped Chanmibers of 
Commerce and other similar organ- 
izations throughout the South will 
interest themselves in the work of 
filling up the roster of the Seventh 
Regiment. 

Since the National Guard was 
mustered into the Federal service a 
number of so-valled recruiting of- 
fices have been opened in the city. 
These have mostiy peen without au- 
thorization, the purpose of the pro- 
moters being to organize units which 
will be ready to offer their services 
should the President issue a cali tor 
volunteers.

Hastings and Dock I. Denny, each 
on 320 acres of land now covered 
by the inland sea. Mr. Milligan’s 
entry was contested by Alexis L. 
Bebilie, Mr. Hastings’s by Aibert G. 
Kingsbury and Mr. Denny’s by Sarah 


M. Kingsbury. 
The papers in the case show that 
the contestees entry accord-

West's Most Beautiful Drive 


OTABLE improvements of both 
N public and private character 

on West Adams street, includ- 
ing what is described by many as 
the finest bit of boulevard work on 
the coast, are drawing new and 
wide attention to that already fa- 
mous avenue of palatial homes. 
Projects recently completed and 
now under way on the street rep- 
resent a cost running into the hun- 
dreds of thousands. 


The recent street improvements,. 


which are declared by prominent 
residents of the fashionable thor- 


oughfare to mark the beginning of 4 
boulevard scheme that will even- 
tually include all of West Adama, 
take in that portion between Grand 
avenue and Hoover street. No defi- 
nite movement to ‘complete 
the undertaking has as yet 
been launched, but the topic 
is a live one among the West 
Adams-street property owners. 
Once this talk shall have taken tan- 
gible form there will be no more 
splendid boulevard in America. 

- PRIVATE ENTERPRISE. 

The boulevarding project just car- 
ried out was fostered and carried 
out under the direction of five men. 
William M. Garland, Isadore B, 
Dockwetler and E. L. Doheny first 
started the thing, by inducing some 
thirty-five other owners to go in with 
them in a plan to tear up and recon- 
atruct that part of the street lying 
between Hoover and Figueroa. The 
street was already a broad asphalt 
surface lined with wide planted 
parkings, but it was lacking in the 
eyes of the owners fronting on this 
The proceedings for 
c were unique 
in the annals of street work in this 
city, in that the necessary funds 
were all pledged in advance and the 
enterprise handled by private con- 
tract without recourse to special 
assessments. 

Once etarted, the work went 
through in a hurry. From Hoover 
to Figueroa street the old pavement 
Was torn out and new liaid, the aa- 
phalt surface being made sixty-five 
feet wide from curb to curb. Down 
the center, leaving a travel dane of 
twenty-five feet on each side, was 
built a series of “islands,” some 
circular and others In the form of 
long ovals. These were at once 
planted with flowers and rare shrubs, 
and in each was set out ‘one or 
more slender palms of several years’ 
growth, bought at great expense 
from Southern Califdrnia nufser- 
ies. The scheme also involved the 


getting out of many trees in 


parkings along the street, to give 

uniformity to the general 

plan. 
OTHERS TAKE UP WORK. 

The effect realized was so strik- 
ingly beautiful that the owners from 
Figueroa eastward te Grand ave- 
nue speedily took up the improve- 
ment of their portion of the street, 
Rev. George Davidson of St. John's 
Episcopal Church and Frank J. 
Thomas playing the leading >arts in 
getting the project going. Later, 
after this part of the street waa in 
process of alteration, the projectors 
of the first portion of the work con- 
ceived the idea of installing an orna- 
mental lighting system that, should 
surpass anything of the kind in 
the West. 

The type of electrolier finally de- 
cided upon was an exact duplicate 
of those lining fhe Lake Frént drive 
portion of Michigan avenue in Chi- 
cago, These lofty standards. with 
shafts of verd-antique bronze and 
six-lamp clusters, now line both 
sides of West Adams street from 
Hoover to Figueroa street, and, it is 
understood, will soon be carried on 
along the rest of the boul ed 
part of the street. | 

BECOMES POPULAR DRIVE. 


The magnificent concourse that 
has been thus created on. West 
Adams has become one of the most 
popular drives in Angeles in 
_ short time that has elapsed 

nce the improvements were com- 
pleted. This, say the fesidents who 
paid for it, was one of their main 
objects in doing the work, the proj- 
ect having been actuated by a pride 
in the city, as well as through mo- 
tives of a more personal nature. 
Considerable discussion has been 
aroused by the fact that the so- 
called joint bureau of appraisal 
working under the city and county 
assessors seized upon the West 
Adams improvements as an excuse

BEETHOVEN. 
BY MADISON ©. PETERS. 
Possessing not one physical at- 
traction, hardicapped by deafness, 
with a repulsive personality, yet few 


many women, while men about him 


who had all the qualities that he 
lacked, were ignored for the irasci- 
ble, morose, untidy musician, the 
orchestral genius of the 
nineteenth century. He fiitted from 
flower to flower, but the flowers soon 
faded or were transplanted by other 
hands. He had one lasting passion, 
however, of which he wrote upon 
waking to a realization of his feel- 
ing: “I have been like a foolish boy 
who gathered stones and did not 
observe the flower crowing by the 
way.” - 
This flower was the Countess 
Therese von Brunswick, his pupil. 
They were engaged for four years, 
but his irritability, his absorption in 
himself and devotion to his art, his 
violent ovtbursts of temper, which 
frightened the gentle Therese, sev- 
ered the tie outwardly, although 
there is little doubt that their feel- 
ing for one another suffered no 
change with the years. From the 
time she was 15 years old, when she 
became his pupil, to the day of her 
death she loved the great composer, 
though she carefully hid her feel- 
ings. She played so poorly that 
Beethoven in a rage rushed from 


butler following, | 
hurried to the composer. As she 
entered the doorway. her 
mother, who Inuckily had not seen 
her in the street, was scandalized 
that her daughter should have so 
forgotten herself as to run after a 
man, if only to the front door. “He 
might have: caught cold and died,” 
exclaimed Therese. 

was the daughter of a 
noble house, and the marriage be- 
tween her and the uncouth mu- 
sicilan was considered impossible by 
the passionately proud mother of 
Therese. Therese’s income was 
small, and Beethoven's unsettled, 


thie and the alliance did not meet the 


family sanction. Beethoven saw the 
justice in this opposition, and he left 
for a health resort, downcast over 
his uncertain future and his first 
separation from Therese; under 
these circumstances he wrote the 
letter to his “immorta] beloved.”

Handel is said to have been en- 
gaged to a noted Itallan opera sing- 
er, Victoria Tesi. Among the rea- 
sons given by biographers why she 
aid not marry him are: First, she 
scorned the conventionality of mar- 
riage; second, she was the favorite 
mistress of the Duke of Tuscany, 
while the third reason given is that 
~iandel was too prudent to marry a 
person possessing so much tempera- 
ment as an opera singer, particular- 
ly an Italian. She took the leading 
part in his first Italian opera, 
“Roderigo,” which was produced in 
Florence. 

Victoria was a woman of spirit, 
for she followed Handel to Vienna, 
where she took part in his opera, 
“Agripvina,”’ which was a tremen- 
dous success. 

While in Italy Scariatti went to a 
masked ball where Handel was also 
a guest. The latter ran his fingers 
over a clavichord which caused the 
Italian to remark, “That must be 
either the famous Saxon or the 
devil.” 

Handel was devoted to his art 
and’ practiced on his harpsichord in 
secret until every key was hollowed 
by his fingers to resemble the bowl 
of a spoon. The last years of his 
life were spent in London. Al- 
though he became a naturalized 
Enelish citizen, he was always a 
German at heart. 

Handel had a violent temper, yet 
he was kind-hearted and would al- 
ways help the poor and suffering. 
His pet charity was the Foundling 
Asylum, for the benefit of which 
each year he directed the perform- 
ance of his “Messiah,” which netted 
the institution upwards of £10,000. 

Seven years before his death he 
became totally blind and he did his 
best work after this, in fact, he did 
not begin until he was 55 with the 
success which made him !mmortal. 
He now disencumbered himself of 
tradition and convention, disdaining 
the luxuriant and the trivial, he at- 
tained a unique place in music and 


the Anglo-Saxon race for all time. 

The unanimous verdict of the mu- 
sical world is that no one has ever 
equaled him in variety of concep- 
tion or rivaled him in sublimity of 
ideas,

are the distinct qualities in the folk. 
music which are observable in the 
modern: the gay and reckiess spirit, 
martial and mad, counteracted by. 
the melancholy and realism which 
permeate all the art of Russia. This 
emotional paradox is of the real 
temperament of the Slav and is its 
greatest charm, artistically. 

The music of Russia has been very 
little affected by that of other coun- 
tries, with the exceptions I have 
mentioned. For the most part Rus- 
sian composers stayed at home, in 
theory and actually, but they gave 
a ready welcome to musicians from. 
the outside, and foreign music has 
always been gladly received by the 
educated classes of Russia, while the 
peasants cling to the folk-music of 
their own land and the music of the 
people is of the very essence of the 
Russian temperament. 

Opera has not gone very far in 


Russia. Michail Glinka is usually ac-’‘ 


cepted as the founder of Russian 
opera. He-was a great pianist, 
trained at Petrograd and Moscow, in 
Italy and Germany, and made his

Anton Rubinstein composed drama 
ic operas, but they have not li 
There were thirteen I think, in all, 
but the ambition of the man was 
too great for his gift, and he over- 
wrote, producing five sacred con- 
cert operas besides.’ All of his 
dramatic works belong to the mod- 
ern period, and compared with the 
work of his contemporaries, they 
suffer. Thére is the opera “Nero” 
which has been produced in this 
country, meaning that it must have 
had a very wide vogue, indeed, 
somewhere, but why that vogue, or 
whence, I cannot say. 

The opera affords all the heart 
could desire in the way of opportu- 
nity for the spectacular, and obvi- 
ously the spectacular was what Ru- 
binstein was after, for the music 
shows all the signs of having ‘been 
whipped up to the last gasp of color- 
ful barbarity.

altogether to be commended. An up- 


to-date opera is bad enough, but an 
old opera is like a best seller two 
years later, or a picture ten years 
old, with old-style dressing in evi- 
dence.

Techaikovsky gave eleven operas 

Russia. Some of them survive 
their first production, one of the 
m popular being the “Eugen One- 
gin,”’ which is taken from the novel 
in verse of M. Poushkin. The story 
is that of a pair of young men who 
flirt with each other’s flancees and 
get into much trouble—much more 
than either of the girls 1s worth. 
and more than the mild sort of con- 


vent-girl flirtation, which takes piace 


in the eye of the audience, warrants. 
However, the music to this tit-bit is 
charming; the composer has made 
excellent use of the folk songs with 
which to enrich his stock. and he 
is well worth listening to. Pure 
folk music is better in its native 
state than refurbished for a setting 
of young persons.in dimity: but ff 
one must have young persons in 
dimity. I suppose one might as well 
have their slender charms enhanced 
by good folk music. 

Paderewski, whom I include in the 
Russian school, because the Poles. so 
far as music goes. are either French, 
German or Russian, and because 
Paderewski seems more Russian to 
me than western, has composed a 
goodly share of the music which has 
come out of Russia in recent vears. 
He is responsible for piano composi- 
tions of interest, but little beauty. 
and of a rather dull pattern, which 
have the peculiarity of glittering for 
him but for no one else. Also for 
the opera “Manru.” which is laid tn 
the mountains of Hungary, and has 
a subtitle of “The Cabin in the 
Wood.” There ts a disowned gypsy. 
a GQwarf ani a love potion—and that 
seems about all that is necessary to 
savy about the story. The opera is 
without overture; there is a plaintive 
melody in the first act, which is Inti- 
mate and tender, and a gypsy dance 
rather noteworthy. The second act is 


aleo without prelude, and the music 


is rather more interesting for .the 
way it ie done than for any emotion 
it inspires. Paderewski is primarily 
a virtuoso of the piano. and noth- 


ing annoys him so much as to be 


told so. I believe Rubinstein once 
told him that he could compose, but 
he could never learn to play the pi- 
ano. 

All eves are on Russia. From that 
vast source will come the music of 
the future. and a future not so very 
distant. There is a portent of it in 
the air. and a promise of a new mu- 
sical miracle, for which we watch 
as for some ineffable delight.

When the 
harvest is over there will be fully 
$50 carloads of canned fruit in the 
factory storerooms, and there is a 
splendid market waiting for every 
quart of it. 

Although Southern California is 
not y famous for its deciduous 
fruit, there is nevertheless a creat 
and growing green fruit industry 
flourishing in Los Angeles, San Ber- 
nardino, Riverside, Orange and Ven- 
tera counties, and its Importance in 
feeding the world is particularly no- 
ticeable this season, when all the 
canning factories are running at 
maximum capacity in spite of the 
fact that sugar ig double the last 
year’s price, and cans and other eup- 
plies are correspondingly expensive. 
Last year the Pomona Valley pro- 
duced probably the biggest crop of 
green fruit in its history. Sugar was 
less than $5 per 100, fruit was $12 
per ton, and $200,000 worth of it 
rotted on the ground because the 
canneries did not want to preserve 
it. They were not sure they could 
sell what they did preserve. Peaches 
and apricots could be had for the 
picking. At least two canning fac- 
tories In the valley which had acre- 
age under contract paid for the fruit 
and let it go to waste on the ground 
rather than pay for picking it. 


GROWERS COMBINE. 


Then along came the Co-operative 
Growers’ Association. The decidu- 
ous fruit growers from Sacramento to 
—. were organized into one big 

ffornia growers’ association. The 
organization was brought about by 
Vernon Campbell, who was a laborer 
in the old Waters canning factory at 
Pomona about fifteen years ago. 
The co-operating growers began 
building canneries. They declared 
they were going to control 75 per 
eent. of the green fruit production in 
this State before the canning season 
opened. When they began guaran- | 
teeing $18 per ton for apricots and 
Peaches the ‘Independent canning 
factories in many instances declared 
they would hold the prices up and 
belp the growers get the best pos-: 
sible returns. 

The co-operating srowers put | 
$40,000 into a new cannery at On- 
tario and another.is projected for 
Chino next year. The foundation 
has already béen laid. However, it 
was not necessary for the growers 
to work in co-operation for better 
prices. The deciduous fruit crop, 
perhaps on account of the enormous 
production last year, is short. Apri- 
cot production in the Pomona Val- 
ley is estimated at from 25 to 30 per 
cent. of normal, while the peach 
production is rated at about 40 per 
cent, the usual crop. : 

PRICES SKYROCKET. 

But the prices! The apricot sea- 
son opened: three weeks ago with the 
independent canneries paying $40 
per ton and the co-operative grow- 
ers expecting to receive close to $50 
per ton. A ger train hit the 
first load of apricots that started to 
one of the Pomona canneries and 
that made the supply still shorter. 
So the prices held up well and the 
canneries were unable to get as 
much fruit as they wanted to pack. 
One of the Pomona canning fac- 
tories shipped trainioads of apricots 
ir. from the Ventura districts, and 
another shipped many cars in from 
Reaumont and Banning. The Pasa- 
dena independent canners also 
shipped apricots from Ventura. All 
the ‘cots went into the cans In mag- 
nificent shape, because they ripened 
slowly, in cool weather, and were 
firm even after being shipped. 
The canneries have just opened up 
on peaches. The total peach pack 
of the Pomona district will probably 
amount to 6000 tons. The apricot 
pack is estimated at 1090 tons. On- 
tario will pack 3600 tons of peaches 
and Pomona will pack about 2400. 
Ontario packed about 700 of the 
1690 tons of apricots. The Ontario 
pack is heavy because it draws the 
Chino production this year.

process, rather than gulphur, but 
are placed im the open air to dry, in 
the same manner as peaches 


apricots. 


Of these dried fruits, 80 per cent. 
are bought by Europeans, the great- 
est purchaser being Germany. Dur- 
ing the year of the opening of the 
present war in Europe, 20,000 tons 
of dried fruit were shipped. Of this 
amount, 17,000 tongs went to Ger- 
many. 

Forty tons of green fruit day 
are handied at this place. e dry- 
ing season lasts tWo months. 

The largest dryers of that vicinity 
are: William Kliump, who has been 
in this industry twenty-five years 
dryi yard in t rnando 
Valles; R. Butler, W. L. Franklin 
and. B. McNealy. 

At Pp nt 11% cents per pound 
is paid for the dried fruit. 

hile this year has been a poor 
one for peaches, the Bonner com- 
pany is now employing 200 women 
and sixty men and are at the height 
of the pack, 2000 tons of northern 
peaches have been purchased for 
this cannery, aside from the regular 
output of peaches from that vicinity. 
The plant is turning out daily 
30,000 cans of fruit. 

This year the apricot pack was a 
large one and this one cannery used 
525 tons of local apricots during the 
months of June and July, 

Apricot pits are a most valuable 
by-product of this plant. In the 
past almost the sole purchaser of 
these pits has been Germany, where 
they are used In making of muni- 
tions. So great was the demand that 
the price of these pits reached $48 | 
per ton during the season. Peach 
pits are utilized for fuel. :

“THE REAL MOTIVE.” 


The short. stories in “The Real 
Motive” (Henry Holt & Co.) by 
Dorothy Canfield have no sequence, 
are told against diversified back- 
grounds, but most of them 
have—not precisely the same 
theme—but much the same purpose;

would be hard to duplicate In any 
other volume of correspondence. 
The most generally interesting 
part of the book is indubitably that 
dealing with the discovery of nat- 
ural selection, in which is given 
for the first time in full the corre 
gaa between Wallace and Dar- 


Wallace objected to being 
the credit for the most revolution- 
ary theorv of centuries, and stated 
plainly: “The one fact that connects 
me with Darwin, and which, I am 
happy to say, has never been 
doubted, is that the idea of what 
is now termed ‘natural selection’ or 
‘survival of the fittest.’ together 
with ite far-reaching consequences, 
occurred to us independently and was 
first jointly announced. . .. But, 
what is often forgotten by the press 
and the public, is that the idea oc- 
curred to Darwin in 1838, nearly 
twenty years earlier than to myself. 

The book is conveniently ar 
ranged, segregating the topics, and 
giving introductory comment to the 
letters. The classifications fall un- 
der the heads of “Wallace’s Early 
Years and Early Letters:” “The 
Discovery of Natural Selection,”

Maxwell Gray, author of “The 
Silence of Dean Maitland,” himself 
breaks a long silence to tel of 
George Darrell in “The World-Mend- 
er” (D. Appleton Company,) a novel 
of wnusual] interest by virtue of the 
art and honesty with which the 
author shows tke career, the outward 
successes and inner failures, of 
England's popular politician who is 
known as “the people’s man.”

{Manchester Guardian:} In the 
last Zeppelin raid on Paris it will 
be remembered that one of the 
bombs broke right through a road 
surface and penetrated to the Met- 
ropolitan Underground Railway. The 
Germans will perhaps be interested 
to learn that one result of their raid 
will be a real hygienic improvement 
in the conduct of the Metropolitan 
Railway. The French have made 
great strides in the way of ventila- 
tion of late yeare—they have learnt 
much from England—but the

the railroad were quickly put back 
into working order after the raid, 
but the big hole in the roof was not 
80 @asy to mend. Now it has been 
decided not to mend it at all. It is 
to be left open as a big ventilation 
hole—a memorial ventilator. So 
that the Zeppelins have in one small 
way rendered Paris a real service, 
and left it quite tively a more 
healthy city to live d travel in.

HE automobile engine generally 
uaged is the four-cycle two revo- 
lutions to each explosion-—or 
four stroke type.

[Engineering Record:}] That 3000 
lives could be saved annually by 
supplying the urban ‘population of 
the United States with filtered water 
or water of equal purity ts the con- 
tention of George A. Johnson. This 
figure is based upon the assumption 
that the typhoid fever death rate 
could be reduced from twenty per 
100,000 population, the figures for 
1913, to fourteen. According to Mr. 
calculations, this reduc- 
tion represents an amount of vital 
capi equal to $22,500,000 an- 
nually, or, at 5 per cent., the inter- 
est on an investment of $375,000,000. 
Of the 50,000,000 people represent- 
ing «the urban population of the 
United States 20,000,000 are now 
‘supplied with filtered water. To 
build filtration works having a tota) 
daily capacity of 4,000,000,000 gal- 
lons, sufficient to provide for the re- 
maining 30,000,000 people, would 
cost $100,000,000. To operate these 
works and pay all charges, includ- 
ing interest and sinking fund, would 
cost not more than $12,000,000, or 
about one-half the present annua! 
logs in vital capital. The - 
ing $10,500,000 a year in saved capi- 
tal would make a substantial nucleus 
for a public health fund to be ex- 
pended in general disease preven- 
tion work. It would represent 21 
cents per capita a year for the entire 
urban population of the United
